1.  Advise  and  assist  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  and 
Conservation  on  all  programs  and  activities  relating  to 
conservation  entities,  including  programs  and  activities 
relating  to  the; 

(a)  formation,  organization,  and  operation  of  districts; 

(b)  control  and  prevention  of  soil  erosion; 

(c)  conservation,  development,  utilization  and  disposal  of 
all  water  resources; 

(d)  prevention  of  floodwater  and  sediment  damages; 

(e)  conservation,  protection,  restoration,  and  proper 
utilization  of  soil  and  vegetative  resources  of  the 
state; 

(f )  cooperation  with  other  state,  federal  and  local  agencies, 
and  citizen  groups,  in  land  uses  related  to  natural 
resources  and  environment. 

2.  Advise  and  assist  the  Department  in  approving  applications  for 
assistance  under  PL-566  (Watershed  Act)  prior  to  submission  to 
the  Board  of  Natural  Resources  and  Conservation; 


3.  Recommend  changes,  if  necessary,  in  existing  state  or  federal 
laws  or  regulations  to  protect  and  conserve  the  soil, 
vegetation,  and  water  resources  of  the  state. 

4.  Provide  a  liaison  between  the  Department,  conservation 
districts,  grazing  districts,  the  Montana  Association  of 
Conservation  Districts,  and  the  Montana  Association  of  State 
Grazing  Districts. 

5.  Advise  and  assist  the  Department  in  reviewing  grant 
applications  to  qualifying  conservation  districts  under  the 
Earmarked  Revenue  Program. 

6.  Serve  as  Soil  Survey  Advisory  Committee  in  accordance  with 
Section  2-15-3306.  The  Director  of  the  Department  shall  serve 
as  chairman  when  the  council  serves  in  this  capacity. 

7.  Advise  on  other  issues  as  deemed  necessary  by  the  council  or 
as  requested  by  the  Department. 

The  council  shall  exist  until  November  30,  1992.

W71EREAS ,  any  state  that  desires  to  receive  financial 
assistance  under  che  Job  Training  Partnership  Act  (JTPA),  Public 
Law  97-300,  October  13,  1982,  must  establish  a  State  Job  Training 
Coordinating  Council;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  Governor  is  vested  with  the  responsibility  of 
appointing  the  Council  and  recognizes  the  important  role  the 
Council  plays  in  reviewing  and  coordinating  job  training 
activities;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  Council  is  vested  with  the  duty  to  review  the 
operation  of  JTPA  programs  in  each  service  delivery  area  and  of 
advising  the  Governor;   and 

WHEREAS,  each  state  must  establish  such  fiscal  control  and 
fund  accounting  procedures  as  may  be  necessary  to  assure  the  proper 
disbursal  of,  and  accounting  for,  federal  funds  paid  to  recipients 
under  Titles  II  and  III  of  JTPA;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  Council  advises  and  reports  to  the  Governor 
concerning  the  availability,  responsiveness,  and  adequacy  of  state 
services. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  STAN  STEPHENS,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  under  the  laws  and 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  pursuant  to  Section  122 
of  the  Job  Training  Partnership  Act,  hereby  appoint  the  members  of 
the  Council  and  recognize  its  primary  duties. 


PURPOSE 


The  Council  shall: 

1.  recommend  a  Governor's  coordination  and  special 
services  plan; 

2.  review  and  comment  on  the  State  Plan  required  by 
Economic  Dislocation  and  Worker  Adjustment 
Assistance  Act  (EDWAAA); 

3 .  recommend  to  the  Governor  substate  service  delivery 
areas,  plan  resources  allocations  not  subject  to 
Section  292(a)  of  JTPA,  provide  management  guidance 
and  review  for  all  programs  in  the  State,  develop 
appropriate  linkages  with  other  programs,  coordinate 
activities  with  private  industry  councils,  and 
develop  the  Governor's  coordination  and  special 
services  plan  and  recommend  variations  in 
performance  standards; 


4.  advise  the  Governor  and  local  entities  on  job 
training  plans  and  certify  the  consistency  of  such 
plans  with  criteria  under  the  Governor's 
coordination  and  special  services  plan  for 
coordination  of  activities  under  this  Act  with  other 
federal,  state  and  local  employment  related 
programs,  including  programs  operated  in  enterprise 
zones; 

5.  review  the  operation  of  programs  conducted  in  each 
service  delivery  area,  and  the  availability, 
responsiveness,  and  adequacy  of  state  services,  and 
make  recommendations  to  the  governor,  appropriate 
chief  elected  officials,  and  private  industry 
councils,  service  providers,  the  State  Legislature, 
and  the  general  public  with  respect  to  ways  to 
improve  the  effectiveness  of  such  programs  or 
services; 

6.  review  and  comment  on  the  state  plan  developed  for 
the  state  employment  service  agency; 

7.  submit  an  annual  report  to  the  Governor  which  shall 
be  a  public  document,  and  issue  such  other  studies, 
reports,  or  documents  as  it  deems  advisable  to 
assist  service  delivery  areas  in  carrying  out  the 
purposes  of  this  Act; 

8.  identify,  in  coordination  with  the  appropriate  state 
agencies,  the  employment  and  training  and  vocational 
education  needs  throughout  the  state,  and  assess  the 
extent  to  which  employment  and  training,  vocational 
education,  rehabilitation  services,  public 
assistance,  economic  development,  and  other  federal, 
state  and  local  programs  and  services  represent  a 
consistent,  integrated,  and  coordinated  approach  to 
meeting  such  needs; 

9.  comment  at  least  once  annually  on  the  reports 
required  pursuant  to  Section  105(d)(3)  of  the 
Vocational  Education  Act  of  1963;   and 

10.  review  plans  of  all  state  agencies  providing 
employment,  training,  and  related  services,  and 
provide  comments  and  recommendations  to  the 
Governor,  the  State  Legislature,  state  agencies  and 
the  appropriate  federal  agencies  on  the  relevancy 
and  effectiveness  of  employment  and  training  and 
related  service  delivery  systems  in  the  State. 

The  Council,   in  exercising  its  review  of  the  JTPA 
programs  and  advising  the  Governor  on  maintaining  fiscal 
integrity  of  the  programs,  may: 
1.    establish  the  methods  used  by  each  private  industry 
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council   for  niorii  coring   and   evaluating   whether 
performance  standards  have  been  met; 

2.  establish  a  list  of  factors  for  consideration  by 
each  privare  industry  council  in  determining  whether 
performance  standards  have  been  met ;   and 

3.  3stablish  parameters  or  criteria  for  insuring 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  JTPA.

III.  ADMINISTERING  AGENCY 

The  Montana  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry  is  hereby 
designated  as  the  organizational  unit  responsible  for  oversight  and 
management  of  the  Job  Training  Partnership  Act  (PL  97-300)  and 
statewide  labor  market  and  occupational  information.  The  Montana 
State  Occupational  Information  Coordinating  Committee  (SOICC), 
located  in  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry,  is  responsible  for 
implementing  an  occupational  information  system  in  the  state.  The 
department  is  authorized  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  Governor  in  the 
planning,  administering,  coordinating  and  oversight  functions 
assigned  to  the  Governor  under  JTPA.  This  designation  meets  the 
requirements  of  Section  125  of  the  Job  Training  Partnership  Act 
which  requires  the  Governor  to  designate  a  unit  to  be  responsible 
for  labor  market  information.  In  accordance  with  Section  311(b)(2) 
of  EDWAAA,  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry  is  the  designated 
Dislocated  Worker  Unit. 

IV.  SUPERSEDING  OF  PAST  EXECUTIVE  ORDERS 

Any  provisions  of  prior  Executive  Orders  relating  to  the 
members  and  authority  of  the  Job  Training  Coordinating  Council  are 
hereby  superseded  by  the  provisions  of  this  Order.

THE  MONTANA  STATE  BANKING  CODE  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  policy  and  goal  of  the  State  of  Montana's 
Banking  and  Financial  Division  to  protect  the  public  interest  in 
the  regulation  of  all  state  banks;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  goal  to  preserve  and  promote  sound  and 
constructive  competition  among  banking  institutions  regulated 
within  a  dual  federal  and  state  banking  system  while  overseeing  the 
security  of  deposits  and  the  safe  and  sound  conduct  of  the  business 
of  state-chartered  banks  within  Montana;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  goal  to  seek  regulatory  coordination, 
cooperation  and  parity  among  banks  regulated  by  the  Financial 
Division,  and  to  maintain  open  lines  of  communications  with  state 
banks  and  their  respective  state  and  federal  regulatory  agencies; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  financial  services  offered  by  sound  State  banking 
institutions  should  promote  capital  availability,  foster  economic 
growth,  encourage  community  reinvestment,  and  meet  the  public 
demand  for  these  services  in  Montana  communities;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  several  provisions  of  the  Montana  Banking  Code 
have  not  been  generally  revised  since  1927;  and 

WHEREAS,  federal  legislation  is  being  considered  that  may 
significantly  modify  the  dual  banking  system  and  the  regulatory 
powers  of  state  and  federal  agencies  as  they  pertain  to  interstate 
banking  and  branch  banking;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Financial  Division  has  been  successful  in 
creating  a  working  partnership  among  the  private  sector  and  the 
banking  community  to  assist  in  restructuring  financial  regulation 
in  the  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  review  and  revision  of  State  Banking  Code  would 
strengthen  Montana's  law  in  providing  services  to  the  banking 


community  and  would  further  provide  clarification  which  would  allow 
more  consistent  regulation  of  state  financial  institutions. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  STAN  STEPHENS,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana,  and  specifically 
Section  2-15-122,  MCA,  do  hereby  create  the  Montana  Banking  Code 
Advisory  Council. 

I.  PURPOSE 

The  Council  shall  review  Montana's  Banking  Code  for  the 
purpose  of  identifying  outdated  language  and  requirements  as  well 
as  omissions  or  conflicts  in  statute  that  are  not  conducive  to  the 
proper  supervision  of  state  banks.  After  review  and  comment  by  the 
Financial  Division  and  the  State  Banking  Board,  the  Council  shall 
submit  a  report  to  the  Governor  which  makes  recommendations  for  the 
general  revision  of  Montana's  Banking  code,  if  any.  The  proposed 
revisions  to  the  Code  must  be  submitted  to  the  State  Banking  Board 
no  later  than  October  1,  1992,  and  to  the  Governor  no  later  than 
November  1,  1992.  Issues  addressed  by  the  Council  shall  involve, 
but  not  be  limited  to,  the  following: 

(a)  Ensuring  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Financial  Institutions  are  clearly  set  forth  in  the  Banking  Code. 

(b)  Defining  a  comprehensive  mission  and  purpose  for  the 
Financial  Division  as  it  relates  to  the  regulation  and  supervision 
of  state  banking  institutions. 

(c)  Ensuring  that  the  Commissioner  of  Financial  Institutions 
is  involved  in  the  legislative  process  with  the  responsibility  for 
drafting  legislation  and  determining  the  impact  on  the  public,  the 
banking  community  and  the  Financial  Division. 

(d)  Ensuring  that  statutory  authority  is  developed  to  address 
the  areas  where  supervision  is  now  lacking  but  deemed  necessary  for 
the  proper  supervision  of  state  banks,  including  the  examination 
of  holding  companies,  electronic  data  processing,  and  community 
reeinvestment  requirements,  etc.

All  members  shall  be  reimbursed  for 
travel  expenses  pursuant  to  Section  2-15-122(5),  MCA. 
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IV.   DURATION 

As  required  by  Section  2-15-122,  MCA,  the  State  Banking  Code 
Advisory  Council  shall  exist  for  a  period  of  two  years  from  the 
effective  date  of  this  Order,  unless  extended  by  Executive  Order. 
EFFECTIVE  DATE

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  PROCLAIMING  CONDITIONS  AS 

DEFINED  BY  SECTION  10-3-303,  MCA 

EXIST  IN  BLAINE  COUNTY 


WHEREAS,  on  October  16,  1991  fire  driven  by  high  winds  swept 
through  approximately  182,000  acres  of  range  and  crop  land  in 
southern  Blaine  County.  The  fire  caused  severe  damage  to  homes, 
buildings,  bridges,  grass  and  hay  lands;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  county  has  committed  all  available  resources, 
taken  all  possible  action  to  respond,  mitigate  and  alleviate  the 
situation,  and  local  resources  are  not  sufficient  to  meet  the 
conditions;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  Blaine  County  Board  of  County  Commissioners  have 
previously,  during  the  flooding  in  July  1991,  levied  emergency 
funding,  an  appropriation  of  two  (2)  mill  levy  on  the  taxable 
valuation  of  the  county  pursuant  to  Section  10-3-405,  MCA;   and 

WHEREAS,  Blaine  County  requests  that  an  Executive  Order  be 
issued  declaring  that  conditions  as  defined  by  Section  10-3-303, 
MCA,  exist  as  a  result  of  the  fire;   and 

WHEREAS,  such  an  Executive  Order  authorizes  the  Governor, 
under  Section  10-3-311,  MCA  to  expend  funds  from  the  general  fund 
to  meet  contingencies  and  needs  arising  from  these  conditions.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  RE-ESTABLISHING  THE  YOUTH  SERVICE  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 

WITHIN  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  JUSTICE 

TO  IMPLEMENT  THE  JUVENILE  JUSTICE  AND  DELINQUENCY  PREVENTION  ACT 

AND  TO  ADVISE  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  FAMILY  SERVICES 

(AND  RESCINDING  EXECUTIVE  ORDER  NO.  25-91) 

I,  STAN  STEPHENS,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Montana,  do  hereby 
continue  the  Youth  Services  Advisory  Council  within  the  Department 
of  Justice  pursuant  to  Section  2-15-122,  MCA,  and  as  required  by 
Section  223  of  the  Juvenile  Justice  and  Delinquency  Prevention  Act 
of  1974  (Public  Law  93-415),  as  amended,  and  to  advise  the 
Department  of  Family  Services  on  policies  relating  to  children  and 
youth  pursuant  to  Section  52-1-202,  MCA. 

I.    PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Council  is  to: 

a.  Advise  the  Governor,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Family  Services  and  the  Board  of  Crime  Control  on  policy 
matters  related  to  juvenile  justice,  child  welfare  and 
youth  services.

f.  Review  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Department  of 
Family  Services  on  a  state  plan  for  community-based 
services  for  children  and  youth. 

g.  Advise  the  Department  of  Family  Services  on  policies  and 
procedures  for  local  youth  services  plans,  as  provided 
in  52-1-202,  MCA.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  CONTINUING  THE 
STATE  JOB  TRAINING  COORDINATING  COUNCIL 


WHEREAS,  any  state  that  desires  to  receive  financial 
assistance  under  the  Job  Training  Partnership  Act  (JTPA),  Public 
Law  97-300,  October  13,  1982,  must  establish  a  State  Job  Training 
Coordinating  Council;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  Governor  is  vested  with  the  responsibility  of 
appointing  the  Council  and  recognizes  the  important  role  the 
Council  plays  in  reviewing  and  coordinating  job  training 
activities;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  Council  is  vested  with  the  duty  to  review  the 
operation  of  JTPA  programs  in  each  service  delivery  area  and  of 
advising  the  Governor;   and 

WHEREAS,  each  state  must  establish  such  fiscal  control  and 
fund  accounting  procedures  as  may  be  necessary  to  assure  the  proper 
disbursal  of,  and  accounting  for,  federal  funds  paid  to  recipients 
under  Titles  II  and  III  of  JTPA;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  Council  advises  and  reports  to  the  Governor 
concerning  the  availability,  responsiveness,  and  adequacy  of  state 
services.

I.    PURPOSE 

A.    The  Council  shall: 

1 .  recommend  a  Governor ' s  coordination  and  special 
services  plan; 

2.  review  and  comment  on  the  State  Plan  required  by 
Economic  Dislocation  and  Worker  Adjustment 
Assistance  Act  (EDWAAA); 

3.  recommend  to  the  Governor  substate  service  delivery 
areas,  plan  resources  allocations  not  subject  to 
Section  292(a)  of  JTPA,  provide  management  guidance 
and  review  for  all  programs  in  the  State,  develop 
appropriate  linkages  with  other  programs,  coordinate 
activities  with  private  industry  councils,  and 
develop  the  Governor's  coordination  and  special 
services  plan  and  recommend  variations  in 
performance  standards; 


4.  advise  the  Governor  and  local  entities  on  job 
training  plans  and  certify  the  consistency  of  such 
plans  with  criteria  under  the  Governor's 
coordination  and  special  services  plan  for 
coordination  of  activities  under  this  Act  with  other 
federal,  state  and  local  employment  related 
programs,  including  programs  operated  in  enterprise 
zones; 

5.  review  the  operation  of  programs  conducted  in  each 
service  delivery  area,  and  the  availability, 
responsiveness,  and  adequacy  of  state  services,  and 
make  recommendations  to  the  governor,  appropriate 
chief  elected  officials,  and  private  industry 
councils,  service  providers,  the  State  Legislature, 
and  the  general  public  with  respect  to  ways  to 
improve  the  effectiveness  of  such  programs  or 
services; 

6.  review  and  comment  on  the  state  plan  developed  for 
the  state  employment  service  agency; 

7 .  submit  an  annual  report  to  the  Governor  which  shall 
be  a  public  document,  and  issue  such  other  studies, 
reports,  or  documents  as  it  deems  advisable  to 
assist  service  delivery  areas  in  carrying  out  the 
purposes  of  this  Act; 

8.  identify,  in  coordination  with  the  appropriate  state 
agencies,  the  employment  and  training  and  vocational 
education  needs  throughout  the  state,  and  assess  the 
extent  to  which  employment  and  training,  vocational 
education,  rehabilitation  services,  public 
assistance,  economic  development,  and  other  federal, 
state  and  local  programs  and  services  represent  a 
consistent,  integrated,  and  coordinated  approach  to 
meeting  such  needs ; 

9.  comment  at  least  once  annually  on  the  reports 
required  pursuant  to  Section  105(d)(3)  of  the 
Vocational  Education  Act  of  1963;   and 

10.  review  plans  of  all  state  agencies  providing 
employment,  training,  and  related  services,  and 
provide  comments  and  recommendations  to  the 
Governor,  the  State  Legislature,  state  agencies  and 
the  appropriate  federal  agencies  on  the  relevancy 
and  effectiveness  of  employment  and  training  and 
related  service  delivery  systems  in  the  State. 

B.   The  Council,  in  exercising  its  review  of  the  JTPA 
programs  and  advising  the  Governor  on  maintaining  fiscal 
integrity  of  the  programs,  may: 
1.   establish  the  methods  used  by  each  private  industry 
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council  for  monitoring  and  evaluating  whether 
performance  standards  have  been  met; 

2.  establish  a  list  of  factors  for  consideration  by 
each  private  industry  council  in  determining  whether 
performance  standards  have  been  met;   and 

3.  establish  parameters  or  criteria  for  insuring 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  JTPA.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  ESTABLISHING  THE 
GOVERNOR'S  INTERAGENCY  COORDINATING 
COUNCIL  FOR  STATE 
ADMINISTERED  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAMS 


WHEREAS,  economic  growth  and  the  creation  of  new  jobs  is  of 
extreme  importance  to  the  future  of  Montana;  and 

WHEREAS,  legislative  efforts  at  both  the  state  and  national 
levels  have  created  a  multitude  of  economic  development  related 
programs  and  assigned  responsibility  for  the  administration  of 
these  programs  to  a  variety  of  separate  state  agencies;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  public  good  would  best  be  served  by  a 
coordinated  effort  in  the  application  of  those  programs  designed 
to  improve  Montana's  economic  vitality  through  the  stimulation  of 
economic  growth  and  creation  of  new  jobs;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  has  been  the  policy  of  this  administration  to 
streamline  the  delivery  of  government  services  for  the  purpose  of 
enhancing  effectiveness  and  reducing  costs;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  creation  of  an  interagency  coordinating 
council  composed  of  representatives  of  those  lead  state  agencies 
with  specific  program  responsibility  for  the  stimulation  of 
economic  growth  and  the  creation  of  new  jobs  would  serve  to 
enhance  the  overall  effectiveness  of  the  state's  economic 
development  efforts. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  STAN  STEPHENS,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  pursuant  to  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana,  including  Section 
2-15-122,  MCA,  do  hereby  establish  the  Governor's  Interagency 
Coordinating  Council  for  State  Administered  Economic  Development 
Programs . 

I.    PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  council  is  as  follows: 

(1)  to  collect  and  consolidate  information  on  all  state 
administered  programs  designed  to  stimulate  economic 
growth  and  create  new  jobs; 

(2)  to  prepare  a  comprehensive  update  of  the  Guide  to 
Economic  Development  Programs,  currently  produced  by  the 
Montana  Department  of  Commerce,  to  be  disseminated  to  all 
agencies  and  individuals  in  both  the  public  and  private 
sector  who  are  formally  involved  in  the  promotion  of 
economic  growth  and  the  creation  of  new  jobs  in  the  State 
of  Montana; 

(3)  to  identify  any  program  incompatibilities, 
duplications,  and  inadequacies,  as  well  as  assessing  program 
needs  and  to  prepare  recommendations  for  the  1993 
legislative  session  on  how  to  improve  program  coordination 
and  service  delivery  in  the  area  of  state  administered 
economic  development  programs;  and 

(4)  to  make  recommendations  to  the  Governor  regarding 
potential  strategies  designed  to  achieve  greater  cooperation 
and  coordination  in  the  administration  of  economic 
development  related  programs  administered  by  all  levels  of 
government,  as  well  as  the  private  sector.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  ESTABLISHING 

THE  MONTANA  PUBLIC  VEHICLE  FUELING  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 

(REVISING  EXECUTIVE  ORDER  NO.  22-91) 


WHEREAS,  efficient  and  cost-effective  fueling  of  public 
vehicles  in  Montana  is  essential  for  proper  and  economical  service 
delivery;   and 

WHEREAS,  underground  storage  tanks  are  an  integral,  but 
costly,  component  of  Montana's  public  sector  fueling  system;   and 

WHEREAS,  operation  and  installation  of  these  tanks  is  becoming 
more  expensive  for  cities,  counties,  school  districts,  state 
agencies  and  the  private  sector  as  Environmental  Protection  Agency 
regulations  come  into  effect;   and 

WHEREAS,  cost  saving,  cost  avoidance  and  enhanced 
environmental  protection  may  be  available  through  the  joint 
utilization  of  consolidated  fueling  sites  by  cities,  counties, 
school  districts,  special  districts  and  state  agencies,  as  well  as 
the  use  of  alternative  fuels  such  as  liquified  or  compressed 
natural  gas. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  STAN  STEPHENS,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  Section  2-15- 
122,  MCA,  do  hereby  establish  the  Montana  Public  Vehicle  Fueling 
Advisory  Council. 

I.    PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Council  shall  be: 

a)  to  gather  information  regarding  the  vehicle  fueling  needs 
and  practices  of  Montana  public  entities  including  cities, 
counties,  school  districts,  special  districts  and  state 
agencies; 

b)  to  assess  cost  savings,  convenience  and  efficiency  which 
may  be  available  by  consolidating  fueling  sites  and  providing 
for  joint  usage  of  these  consolidated  fuel  dispensing  sites; 

c)  to  assess  the  reduced  risk  of  environmental  damage  and 
liability  for  leaking  tanks  through  a  coordinated  effort  to 
consolidate  fuel  sites  and  eliminate  duplicate  sites; 

d)  to  assess  the  feasibility,  cost-effectiveness  and 
environmental  impacts  of  utilizing  liquified  or  compressed 
natural  gas  as  a  substitute  fuel  for  public  vehicles; 

e)  to  recommend  a  proper  public  policy  role  for  the  state 
regarding  the  loss  of  fueling  sites,  particularly  in  rural 
Montana,  as  a  result  of  the  increasing  operational  and  capital 
cost  of  such  facilities;   and 


f)  to  report  its  findings  and  recommendations  in  a  manner 
which  will  allow  those  recommendations  to  be  considered  by  the 
Governor  for  possible  inclusion  in  his  budget  to  be  submitted 
to  the  1993  Legislature.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  CONTINUING  THE  YOUTH  SERVICE  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 

WITHIN  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  JUSTICE 

TO  IMPLEMENT  THE  JUVENILE  JUSTICE  AND  DELINQUENCY  PREVENTION  ACT 

AND  TO  ADVISE  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  FAMILY  SERVICES 


I,  STAN  STEPHENS,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Montana,  do  hereby 
continue  the  Youth  Services  Advisory  Council  within  the  Department 
of  Justice  pursuant  to  Section  2-15-122,  MCA,  and  as  required  by 
Section  223  of  the  Juvenile  Justice  and  Delinquency  Prevention  Act 
of  1974  (Public  Law  93-415),  as  amended,  and  to  advise  the 
Department  of  Family  Services  on  policies  relating  to  children  and 
youth  pursuant  to  Section  52-1-202,  MCA. 

I-    PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Council  is  to: 

a.  Advise  the  Governor,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Family  Services  and  the  Board  of  Crime  Control  on  policy 
matters  related  to  juvenile  justice,  child  welfare  and 
youth  services. 

b.  Supervise  the  preparation,  complete  administration  and 
implementation  of  the  Juvenile  Justice  and  Prevention 
Act  of  1974,  as  required  by  Section  223  of  the  Act. 

c.  Approve  the  annual  plan  as  required  by  the  Juvenile 
Justice  and  Delinquency  Prevention  Act  of  1974,  as 
amended  and  award  grants  to  implement  that  plan. 

d.  Advise  the  Governor,  the  Board  of  Crime  Control  and  the 
Legislature  on  legislation  relating  to  juvenile 
delinquency,  child  welfare,  youth  services  and  compliance 
with  the  Juvenile  Justice  and  Delinquency  Prevention  Act. 

e.  Advise  state,  local  and  private  agencies  on  juvenile 
justice,  youth  services  and  child  welfare  policies  in 
order  to  better  coordinate  services  and  to  roost 
efficiently  utilize  available  resources. 

f.  Review  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Department  of 
Family  Services  on  a  state  plan  for  community-based 
services  for  children  and  youth. 

g.  Advise  the  Department  of  Family  Services  on  policies  and 
procedures  for  local  youth  services  plans,  as  provided 
in  52-1-202,  MCA.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  PROCLAIMING  CONDITIONS  AS 
DEFINED  BY  SECTION  10-3-303,  MCA,

WHEREAS,  flooding  has  caused  severe  damage  to  roads,  bridges, 
bridge  approaches,  culverts  and  other  facilities  within  Richland 
County ;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  county  has  committed  all  available  resources, 
taken  all  possible  action  to  respond,  mitigate  and  alleviate  the 
situation,  and  local  resources  are  not  sufficient  to  meet  the 
conditions;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Richland  County  Board  of  Commissioners  has 
exhausted  all  available  emergency  levies  by  appropriating  emergency 
funding  in  an  amount  equivalent  to  a  two  (2)  mill  levy  on  the 
taxable  valuation  of  the  county  pursuant  to  Section  10-3-4  05,  MCA 
and  has  requested  that  an  executive  order  be  issued  declaring  that 
conditions  as  defined  by  Section  10-3-303,  MCA,  exist  as  a  result 
of  the  flooding;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  10-3-311(2),  MCA  is  not  applicable  to 
Richland  County;  and 

WHEREAS,  such  an  executive  order  authorizes  the  Governor  under 
Section  10-3-311,  MCA  to  expend  funds  from  the  general  fund  to  meet 
contingencies  and  needs  arising  from  these  conditions.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  ESTABLISHING  A 
STATE  ADVISORY  COUNCIL  ON  FOOD  AND  NUTRITION 


WHEREAS,  many  Montana  households  are  experiencing  hunger  and 
are  not  participating  in  food  programs;   and 

WHEREAS,  food  programs  are  not  available  in  all  parts  of  the 
state  in  all  public  schools;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  State  of  Montana  has  no  mechanism  to  coordinate 
food  programs  to  assure  the  most  effective  and  efficient  use  of 
food  programs;   and 

WHEREAS,  nutrition  education  and  monitoring  are  not  generally 
available  to  prevent  chronic  diseases. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  STAN  STEPHENS,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  pursuant  to  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana,  specifically  Section 
2-15-122,  MCA,  do  hereby  establish  the  State  Advisory  Council  on 
Food  and  Nutrition. 

I.  PURPOSE 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  State  of  Montana  that  all  citizens 
have  access  to  food  programs  and  nutrition  services  and  to  prevent 
any  needy  citizen  from  experiencing  hunger  and  poor  nutrition,  and 
their  impact  on  physical  and  mental  health. 

II.  POWERS  AND  DUTIES 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Council  are  to: 

(1)  advise  all  state  agencies  on  policies  to  coordinate  the 
operation  of  public  and  private  food  assistance  programs; 

( 2 )  annually  report  to  the  Governor  on  the  state  of  access 
to  food  and  nutrition  in  Montana; 

(3)  provide  a  forum  for  review  and  discussion  of  state 
policies  affecting  hunger,  food  programs  and  the  status  of 
nutrition  for  the  population  at  risk; 

(4)  promote  food  assistance  programs  within  the  private  and 
agricultural  sectors  of  Montana's  economy; 

(5)  recognize  public  and  private  acts  and  individuals  who 
significantly  contribute  to  the  reduction  of  hunger  in 
Montana ;   and 

( 6 )  educate  the  public  as  to  problems  and  needs  of  hungry 
citizens.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  ESTABLISHING 
THE  MONTANA  PUBLIC  VEHICLE  FUELING  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 


WHEREAS,  efficient  and  cost-effective  fueling  of  public 
vehicles  in  Montana  is  essential  for  proper  and  economical  service 
delivery;   and 

WHEREAS,  underground  storage  tanks  are  an  integral,  but 
costly,  component  of  Montana's  public  sector  fueling  system;   and 

WHEREAS,  operation  and  installation  of  these  tanks  is  becoming 
more  expensive  for  cities,  counties,  school  districts,  state 
agencies  and  the  private  sector  as  Environmental  Protection  Agency 
regulations  come  into  effect;   and 

WHEREAS,  cost  saving,  cost  avoidance  and  enhanced 
environmental  protection  may  be  available  through  the  joint 
utilization  of  consolidated  fueling  sites  by  cities,  counties, 
school  districts,  special  districts  and  state  agencies,  as  well  as 
the  use  of  alternative  fuels  such  as  liquified  or  compressed 
natural  gas.

b)  to  assess  cost  savings,  convenience  and  efficiency  which 
may  be  available  by  consolidating  fueling  sites  and  providing 
for  joint  usage  of  these  consolidated  fuel  dispensing  sites; 

c)  to  assess  the  reduced  risk  of  environmental  damage  and 
liability  for  leaking  tanks  through  a  coordinated  effort  to 
consolidate  fuel  sites  and  eliminate  duplicate  sites; 

d)  to  assess  the  feasibility,  cost-effectiveness  and 
environmental  impacts  of  utilizing  liquified  or  compressed 
natural  gas  as  a  substitute  fuel  for  public  vehicles; 

e)  to  recommend  a  proper  public  policy  role  for  the  state 
regarding  the  loss  of  fueling  sites,  particularly  in  rural 
Montana,  as  a  result  of  the  increasing  operational  and  capital

MEMORANDUM  OP  UNDERSTANDING 

This  Memorandum  of  Understanding  is  entered  into  this  1st 
day  of  July,  1991,  between  the  Department  of  Commerce  (DOC)  and 
the  Department  of  Highways  (DOH) .   The  purpose  of  this  Memorandum 
is  to  facilitate  the  orderly  transfer  of  Transportation  and 
Aeronautics  Divisions  of  the  DOC  to  the  Department  of 
Transportation  (DOT) . 

The  DOC  and  the  DOH  agree  as  follows: 

1.  The  DOC  will  transfer  all  fixed  assets  (except  the 
terminals  which  are  incompatible  with  DOH's  computer  systems)  to 
the  DOT  on  or  before  July  31,  1991. 

2.  The  DOC  will  process  all  claims,  payrolls,  collections, 
accruals,  etc.,  through  fiscal  year  1991  and  activities. 

3.  The  DOC  will  prepare  and  coordinate  the  fiscal  year 
1992  budget  and  SBAS  turnaround  documents. 

4.  The  DOC  will  provide  office  space  as  required  until  the 
actual  physical  move  of  the  Transportation  Division  which  is 
estimated  to  occur  on  December  13,  1991.   DOT  will  pay  rent  as 
required  through  actual  physical  move. 

5.  The  DOC  will  complete  all  grievance  proceedings 
initiated  prior  to  July  l,  1991. 

6.  The  DOC  will  transfer  all  balance  sheet  accounts  of  the 
Transportation  and  Aeronautics  programs  to  the  DOT  in  fiscal  year 
1992. 

7.  The  DOC  will,  on  or  before  July  31,  1991,  transfer  all 
applicable  FTEs  and  budget  authority  to  the  DOT  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  set  forth  during  the  52nd  Legislature. 


8.  The  DOC  will  transfer  all  personnel  records  and  files 
of  Transportation  and  Aeronautics  Divisions'  employees  to  the  DOT 
on  or  before  July  31,  1991. 

9.  The  DOC  will  transfer  all  budget  development  work 
papers  and  applicable  fiscal  notes  to  the  DOT  on  or  before  July 
31,  191. 

10.  The  DOC  will  transfer  all  property  ownership  interest, 
of  any  and  all  kind,  in  the  property  and  attendant  facilities 
maintained  and  acquired  by  DOC,  affected  by  Senate  Bill  164,  to 
the  DOT  in  an  expedited  manner  but  shall  be  accomplished  on  or 
before  December  1,  1991.

MEMORANDUM  OF  UNDERSTANDING 

This  Memorandum  of  Understanding  is  entered  into  this  1st 
day  of  July,  1991,  between  the  Department  of  Revenue  (DOR)  and 
the  Department  of  Highways  (DOH) .   The  purpose  of  this  Memorandum 
is  to  facilitate  the  orderly  transfer  of  the  Motor  Fuels  Tax 
Division  of  the  DOR  to  the  newly  created  Department  of 
Transportation  (DOT) . 

The  DOR  and  the  DOH  agree  as  follows: 

1.  The  DOR  will  continue  to  collect  IFTA  and  Motor  Fuel 
taxes  in  cashiering  and  account  for  revenues  and  refunds  and 
process  reftnds  on  the  DOR  Revenue  Control,  Motor  Fuels,  and 
Accounts  Receivables  Systems  until  the  DOT  systems  are 
operationally  transferred  (estimated  July  2,  1992). 

2.  The  DOR  will  update  the  Motor  Fuels  Automated  System 
for  all  changes  required  by  1991  legislation  and/or  1991 
Legislative  Audit  recommendations. 

3.  Motor  Fuels  Tax  Division  employees  will  continue  to  use 
DOR  automated  systems  until  they  are  transferred.  DOR  will 
provide  the  assistance,  analysis  support,  documentation,  etc., 
necessary  to  transfer  the  existing  automated  systems  to  the  DOT. 
4.    The  DOR  will  provide  office  space  rental  and  staff  support 
for  the  Motor  Fuels  Division  where  required  until  the  actual 
physical  move  of  the  Motor  Fuels  Tax  Division  which  is  estimated 
to  occur  on  September  13,  1991.   The  Audit  staff  will  move  on  or 
about  July  1,  1991. 


5.  The  DOR  will  process  all  claims,  payrolls,  collections, 
accruals  etc.,  through  fiscal  year  end  1991  activities. 

6.  The  DOT  will  assume  supervisory  control  and 
administration  of  the  Motor  Fuels  Tax  Division  on  July  1,  1991. 

7.  The  DOR  will  transfer  all  personnel  records  and  files 
of  Motor  Fuels  Tax  Division  employees  to  the  DOT  on  or  before 
July  31,  1991. 

8.  The  DOR  will,  on  July  1,  1991,  transfer  all  Motor  Fuels 
Tax  Division  records,  IFTA  files,  recent  state  and  federal 
audits,  and  interim  audit  communications  to  the  DOT. 

9.  The  DOR  will  prepare  and  coordinate  the  fiscal  year 
1992  budget  and  SBAS  turnaround  documents. 

10.  The  DOR  will  transfer  all  of  the  Motor  Fuels  Tax 
Division's  equipment  and  property  including  fixed  assets  on 
record  in  PAMS  and  unused  expendable  supplies  to  the  DOT  on  or 
before  September  30,  1991. 

11.  The  DOR  will  transfer  all  balance  sheet  accounts  of  the 
Motor  Fuels  Tax  Division  to  the  DOT  in  fiscal  year  1992. 

12.  The  DOR  will,  on  or  before  July  1,  1991,  transfer  1.00 
FTE  or  remaining  portions  of  the  FTE  to  the  DOT  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  HB  2.   The  DOT  will  reimburse  the  DOR  for 
services  provided  (.50  grade  15  and  .50  grade  7  FTE)  in  items  1 
and  3  until  these  functions  are  formally  transferred  to  the  DOT. 

13.  The  DOR  will,  on  or  before  July  31,  1991,  transfer  all 
budget  development  work  papers  and  applicable  fiscal  notes  to  the 
DOT. 

14.  The  DOR  will  complete  all  grievance  proceedings 


initiated  prior  to  July  1,  1991. 

15.  The  DOR  will  continue  to  assist  the  DOT  in  bankruptcy 
cases.   This  assistance  will  consist  of: 

a.  Routing  all  notices  of  bankruptcy  received  from  the 
Bankruptcy  Courts  to  the  appropriate  contact  person  at  DOT  to 
determine  if  any  motor  fuels  tax  liability  exists; 

b.  Filing  claims  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  Montana  for  the 
motor  fuels  tax  liability; 

c.  Acting  as  liaison  to  the  various  Bankruptcy  Courts 
regarding  all  motor  fuels  bankruptcy  matters; 

d.  Providing  legal  counsel  in  adversary  or  complex  issues, 
when  DOR  determines  it  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  Montana  to 
do  so;  and  * 

e.  Receiving,  processing  and  applying  payments  for  claims 
filed  collectively  by  DOR.   These  payments  will  be  applied  on  a 
prorata  basis  to  the  taxes,  depending  on  the  claims  filed. 

16.  The  DOR  and  DOT  will  cooperatively  transfer  the 
applicable  motor  fuels  administrative  rules  on  or  before  October 
30.  1991. 

17.  On  July  1,  1991,  the  DOR  will  provide  DOT  with  a  list 
of  outstanding  warrants  for  distraint.   After  that  date,  the  DOT 
will  file  and  process  all  warrants  for  distraint. 

18.  The  DOT  will  adopt  administrative  rules  to  implement 
SB  77  relating  to  alcohol  production. 

19.  The  DOT  will  assign  full  time  technical  data  processing 
staff  to  assist  in  the  transfer  of  DOR  computer  systems  to  the 
DOT.   This  is  to  ensure  ongoing  maintenance  and  support 
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capabilities  for  computer  systems  once  they  are  transferred  to 
the  DOT.

WHEREAS,  the  issue  of  housing  discrimination,  particularly 
based  on  race  and  familial  status,  is  a  public  policy  concern  in 
Montana;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  general  public  is  not  familiar  with  state  and 
federal  fair  housing  laws  and  previous  studies  have  shown  that 
education  on  fair  housing  issues  can  reduce  discrimination;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Legislature  included  housing  discrimination  as 
a  subject  of  discrimination  law  in  the  Montana  Human  Rights  Act, 
Title  49;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Montana  Commission  for  Human  Rights  is 
responsible  for  enforcing  Montana's  discrimination  laws;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Montana  Commission  for  Human  Rights  has 
received  funding  for  an  education  and  outreach  project  on  housing 
discrimination  which  includes  the  appointment  of  an  advisory 
council  on  housing  discrimination;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  appointment  of  the  advisory  council  by  the 
Governor  demonstrates  the  commitment  of  the  administration  to 
support  efforts  to  eliminate  housing  discrimination. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  I,  STAN  STEPHENS,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  Section 
2-15-121,  MCA,  do  hereby  establish  the  Governor's  Advisory 
Council  on  Housing  Discrimination.

WHEREAS,  on  September  8,  1989,  the  Clark  Fork  Rehabilitation 
Advisory  Council  was  established  by  Executive  Order  21-89;   and 

WHEREAS,  that  Advisory  Council  was  established  to  analyze, 
implement  and  make  recommendations  on  a  demonstration  project  along 
the  Clark  Fork  River  that  would  minimize  the  potential  for  fish 
kills  similar  to  the  devastating  July  12,  1989  event,  wherein  a 
thunderstorm  washed  metal  waste  into  the  upper  Clark  Fork  drainage, 
resulting  in  a  large  fish  kill;   and 

WHEREAS,  this  Advisory  Council  has  successfully  achieved  its 
original  purpose  with  the  recent  completion  of  a  $750,000 
demonstration  project  below  Warm  Springs  Ponds;   and 

WHEREAS,  this  demonstration  project  should  now  be  monitored 
to  determine  the  effectiveness  of  the  stream  bank  stabilization, 
selective  containment,  and  revegetation  technologies  that  were 
employed  by  the  demonstration  project;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  implementation  of  the  $250,000  fisheries 
rehabilitation  project  is  still  necessary  in  order  to  meet  the 
purposes  of  the  original  ARCO  Coal  Company  donation.
